The aged philosopher 
of 
the Ozarks came here to celebrate his 
89th birthday 
anniversary 
Sunday, 
but plans for the celebration were 
cancelled when he became ill on the 
eve of the festivities. 
Born of Quaker parents a t Port 
land, Me., August 21, 1837, Mr. Mor 
rill graduated from Bowdoin College 
at the age of 15, 
and 
imm ediately 
started a career which carried him 
to many sections of the country. He 
was first employed as 
a printer on 
the New York 
Tribune, 
where 
he 
came to know Horace 
Greely. 
He 
followed the advice accredited to Mr. 
Greely, to “go w est”, and joined 
in 
the California gold rush 
Ahvays searching fo r a place sim 
ilar to 
his boyhood home 
in 
the 
Maine woods, 
he 
traveled through 
K ansas and other middle 
w estern 
states, took part in the civil war, and 
finally located in a then isolated sec 
tion of the Ozarks. 
W ith the excep 
tion of a few short trips, he remain- 
de in his hill retreat. 
The spot he 
selected four decades ago was 
six 
teen 
miles 
from 
a railroad, and 
could be reached only by the Ozark 
trails used by the m ountaineers. 
Well educated, his first act was to 
organize a school district and 
later 
the postoffice which became 
known 
as Notch. 
He quickly gained the con­ 
fidence of the m ountaineers and the 
postoffice “at the forks” soon became 
a community center. 
The hill folks 
came to have their letters wrritten or 
to have communications from the out­ 
side read. 
As his willingness to aid the moun 
tain folk became 
generally 
knowm 
they came to him with their problems 
and generally accepted his solution. 
In solving these affairs he absorbed a 
knowledge of simple farm life 
for 
which he became known as the philo­ 
sopher of the Ozark Hills. 
It 
was 
not until Harold Bell W right went 
to “Uncle Ike’s” cabin to absorb at 
mosphere for a novel, however, 
that 
he became knowm to many outside his 
“destrict”. 
While “Uncle Ike” refused numer 
ous chances to enter public life, oth 
ers of his fam ily held high national 
and state offices. 
Lott Morrill, 
and 
uncle 
served 
as 
secretary of 
the 
treasu ry during the adm inistration 
of President G rant and 
a 
brother 
was governor of Kansas and also rep 
resentative to Congress in the 90’s. 
About a year ago someone recom 
mended the aged postm aster be re­ 
lieved of his duties, but thousands 
of protests came to the post office de­ 
partm ent from all sections 
of the 
nation and “Uncle Ike” was perm it 
ted to keep his title and his job. 
He m arried Jennie Dickerson 
of 
Lam ar, Mo., in 1881, at the home of 
Trum an Powell, the original 
Shep­ 
herd 
of the Hills. 
He 
settled 
in 
Stone county 
in 1882. 
The 
widow 
and one son, C. Rf Morrill, 
survive. 
Funeral services were held here to 
day.

or domestic animals. The action on 
rats is corrosive and from four to 
thirty hours are required to produce 
death. 
Government statistics 
show 
that 
there is one rat for every person in 
the county, according to the two men. 
and that each 
rat 
destroys 
$1.82 
worth of property each year. 
In addition to their destructive ac­ 
tivities, rats are known to carry dis­ 
ea e and are directly responsible for 
bubonic plague, Reynolds and Beav­ 
ers say. 
They have made successful

paigns in a number of other cities in 
the state.

Soybean Harvest 
Is Near 
The time to cut soybeans for hay 
extends from the 
time 
when 
the 
beans begin to form in the pod until 
the beans are full 
size. 
The 
very 
best stage for hay, says K. G. Har­ 
man of the Missouri College of Agri­ 
culture, is when the beans are one- 
half filled out, or slightly less. Where 
beans were planted on or before June 
10 the hay crop should be ready the 
latter part of August or the first of 
September. 
Due to the fact that soybeans are 
a fall-harvested hay 
crop 
in 
the 
same class as other legumes, 
their 
harvesting requires good fall weath­ 
er. 
The same is true when they are 
harvested for seed as they scatter and 
spoil 
badly 
when exposed 
to 
bad 
weather. 
The great majority of beans cut 
for hay are cut with a mower after 
the dew is oif, and allowed to wilt un­ 
til the top leaves of the swath 
are 
beginning to 
get 
a little dry. 
The 
beans are then raked 
into 
windows 
and allowed to cure a 
short 
time 
then put in shocks as small around 
as possible and 
rather 
tall. 
After 
three to seven days of shock curing, 
depending on howr warm and dry th* 
weather is, they are put in the barr: 
or stacked. 
If stacked, they should 
be covered with grass. 
They may also be cut with a bind­ 
er. 
The machine is 
set 
to 
make 
small, loose bundles and 
they 
are 
shocked in small round 
shocks 
or 
long shocks where bundles are set op­ 
posite one another so that air 
may 
circulate through 
the 
inverted 
V- 
shaped 
shock. 
After 
curing until 
dry they are put in barn or stack. 
For seed allow half of the 
leaves 
to fall and all pods to become yellow 
or brown and cut as you would oats 
or wheat. 
Shock at once and thresh 
from shock in dry w'eather in from 
five to tend yas.

likely to be bad weather, it would be 
better to stack after second day.

It is quite probable that 
this new' brood may 
be 
numerous 
enough to do considerable 
damage. 
Last Saturday leaves of cotton were 
brought to the County Agent which 
held 4-5 of these tiny worms which 
had just been hatched, other leaves 
contained from 6-10 eggs although it 
is not likely that they will be as num­ 
erous as this all over 
the 
County, 
still it is extremely important that 
every farmer keep a close watch on 
his crop, and be prepared to poison 
against these worms should he see 
that they are going to be numerous 
enough to damage. 
Some fields unquestionably will be 
more heavily infested than others, it 
may not be necessary for very many 
to poison, but, the indications 
are 
that numbers of fields are going to 
be damaged severely unless prompt 
precautions are taken.

prove of any benefit whatsoever

AMERIC A ’S “G R A N D O LD 


M A N ” D IE D S U N D A Y 


Charles W. Elliot, "grand old man” 
of Harvard and America, is no more. 
Dying peacefully at his summer home 
in Maim at the age of 92, the presi­ 
dent Emeritus of Harvard Universi­ 
ty leaves 
behind 
him 
a reeord of 
achievement that is equalled by none. 
As president of Harvard 
for 
forty 
years and during the period following 
his retirement, 
he has had a 
pro­ 
nounced influence 
upon 
American 
life and educational ideals. 
Born in Boston in the administra­ 
tion of Andrew .Jackson, he became 
president of Harvard at the age 
of 
36 and lived to survive all but two 
of the 
2H presidents 
of 
the United 
Stat«*s who were his contemporaries. 
Throughout his life In was an ac­ 
tive participant in discussion of pub­ 
lic affairs. 
His views were sought on 
many questions. Often his pronounce 
ments made him a target for bitter 
personal attack. 
His attitudes were characterized by 
vigor but were by no means inelas­ 
tic, as was shown when, 
after 
de 
nouncing football in 1906. “as a spec­ 
tacle more 
brutalizing 
than 
prize 
fighting, cock fighting or bull fight­ 
ing’’, he later saw Harvard play Car 
lisle and prais«*d improvement under 
changed rules. 
When 
Harvard 
was 
considering 
race distinction of candidates, he de­ 
clared. “ I am opposed to every form 
of racial discrimination in the uni­ 
versities of our heterogenous democ 
racy” . 
In a discussion on “religion of the 
future", he said:

A campaign will be started in this 
city today to rid 
Sikeston 
of 
rats 
and mice. 
Frank P. Beaver and his 
assistant, L. L. Reynolds, .are at the 
Dye Hotel, preparing for a general 
annihilation of the rats, in co-opera­ 
tion with 
the 
health 
departm ent. 
They have the endorsement of Dr. G. 
W. Presnell, city health officer. 
The plan of annihilation is through 
the use of Barium carbonate. 
It is 
an odorless, tasteless mineral poison 
th a t may be fed to rats in doses too 
small to be harm ful to human beings 
or domestic animals. 
The action 
on 
rats is corrosive and from four to 
thirty hours are required to produce 
death. 
Government statistics 
show 
th at 
there is one ra t for every person in 
the county, according to the two men, 
and th at each 
ra t 
destroys 
$1.82 
worth of property each year. 
In addition to their destructive ac­ 
tivities, rats are known to curry dis­ 
ease and are directly responsible for 
bubonic plague, Reynolds and Beav­ 
ers say. 
They have made successful 
cam­ 
paigns in a number of other cities in 
the state. 
They will in the course of 
the campaign, visit our store houses 
and business places of the city and 
have agreed, they say, to visit resi 
dt nces for the 
purpose 
of 
ridding 
them of rats if called upon to do so. 
The poison they use is not patent­ 
ee and bulletins giving instructions 
as to its use may he had from 
the 
government at W ashington, the 
rat 
exterm inatoi s declare. 
They have no 
objection to anyone killing his 
own 
rats, hut they believe they can give 
ample service for the charge made 
which includes the cost

The cotton leaf worm is appearing 
again in many spots throughout New 
Madrid County. 
Some 
two 
weeks 
ago or over, these worms were found 
by Scott M. Julian, 
County Agent, 
near Parma and Risco in very small 
numbers. 
It is quite probable that 
this new brood may 
be 
numerous 
enough to do considerable 
damage. 
Last Saturday leaves of cotton were 
brought to the County Agent which 
held 4-5 of these tiny worms which 
had just been hatched, other leaves 
contained from 6-10 eggs although it 
is not likely that they will be as num­ 
erous as this all over 
the 
County, 
still it is extremely important that 
every farmer keep a clos< v*atch on 
his crop, and be prepared to poison 
against these worms should he see 
that they are going' to be numerous 
enough to damage. 
Some fields unquestionably will be 
more heavily infested than others, it 
may not be necessary for very many 
to poison, but, the indications 
are 
that numbers of fields are going to 
be damaged severely unless prompt 
precautions are taken.
